CHAPTER XV. 
ALEXANDER'S YOUTH. 

Aioxaitder the Urcat was the son of 
Philip of Maeedon, and waB bora on the 
day his father won a great battle (350 
B. C.)- That same night the Temple of 
Diana, nt Ephesus, was burned down by 
a madxuau, but was rebuilt wkh greater 
splendor afterwords. 

Alexander's first seven years wore 
spent under the core of Lanika, the noble 
woman whom he loved ail his life. After 
that he was placed with a teacher, who 
taught him to learn by heart Greece's 
choice poetry. At thirteen hi a father 
had received a magnificent black horse 
which nobody was able to tamp, and it 
was about to be sent away, when Alex- 
ander asked his father to let him have n 
ehuuee. Having perceived that the horse 
was afraid of itH own shadow he turned 
'his head to the sun ; then, after stroking 
and caressing it, he leaped on his back 
nnrl snt firm while the horse leaped ami 
bounded without whippiag or HhouUug 
at the animal, till the horse was nt Inst 
perfectly tamed. Here is a lesson for 
Salvationists, rhiiip was ku delighted 
with the courage and gentle firmness 
that be called his hoy a man and put 
him under the great Aristotle, as his 
pupil. The hoy showed himself an opt 
scholar and learned much except bow to 
control his fierce temper. 

Alo::nudcr was procluimed King of 
Mnccdon at the age of twenty, his father 
Philip having been assassinated. At 
thnt time only Sparta, among the Greek 
States, refused to acknowledge Maeedon 
as the superior power. Alexander's first 
action was to go to Corinth and be 
eicuit'd an Captain-General of .the 
Greeks to march to the conquest of 
Perbia. All but Sparta acceded. Before 
going to Persia he wisely resolved to 
make his kingdom safe by subdninc the 
wild tribes Lo the north of bin kingdom. 
After four months' nbscnce the .Thcbans 
Ihmitfht he would not return and pro- 
claimed themselves free from Macedon- 
ian power, only to be terribly punished 
on Alexander'^ return, who tilled man} 
and made the remninder slaves, divid- 
ing their lands between ihe adjoining 
cities. 

Alexander was granted now ail the 
men, money and stores desired. He 
mustered on army or 12,000 Macedon- 
ians on foot, 5,000 horsemen, 7,000 men 
from the Grcelt States, and 5,000 men 
who had hired out to the Persians, and 
were well acquainted with the Persian 
language, roads, customs, etc., .having 
altogether 35,500 men with which to at- 
tack a tremendous empire. Alexander's 
idea was not only lo conqeer 



wisdom and free spiiit of the Greeks, 
for Aristotle had taught him that to 
make men true, binve, virtuous and free 
v. ;ii lv he Guti-iike. 

At that time there was trouble in 
Persia and the government had been 
greatly weakened. The king's name 
was Darius, who bod eonie to the throne 
in the same year as Alexander.

obtniu a little by borrowing il, unil that 
at such u l-iiinoiiH rate of interest as to 
largely absorb the profit of his labor. 
The common rate of interest charged hy 
the village money-lender is one ninin per 
rupee per month, or twelve iiiinas pir 
j-cnr— that is, seventy-live per cent. 
Siiiiilnrly in acecpliiig grniis ns payment, 
he will lake, say, twenty seera to the 
rupee ; but ill giving grain to the culti- 
vator for foed or seed, he will only allow, 
say, twelve seers. Thus his victim is 
plundered at every turn, and rarely does 
he escape without being reduced to, ab- 
solute penury ami bruidagc. A course 
not unknown tc inoiic-y-lemiers elsewhere 
is regularly practised— namely, the a- 
inouiit of the lirst year's interest de- 
ducted in advance, and a bond executed 
for the whole. 

Till.- Hauler's system of dealing willi 
arrears of interest is simply diabo!ic:ii. 
Ho will lend a man, s.iy, ;• hundred 
rupees. Suppose the Hutu goes behind 
in payment ot the interest— to which the 
money-lender has no objection, he rather 
■ favors it — compound interest is charged 
mi Ihe arrears. , Hi 1 then .suddenly de- 
mands nnyuicuL of I lie whole, and that 
often at nu nwkward time tor the debtor 
The man fnila to liad the- inoiK-y, a de- 
cree of the court is obtnined, and the 
laud is put up to auction ; no one in the 
district dares hid against Ihe money- 
lender, who buys ill the property for 
one-third its vnlite, and makes the man 
execute n bond for (lie hnlanee, nf his 
Kivnt generosity (!) niioiving ids victim 
in go on ns a tenant; gritufing hr.u a 
Hiunil proportion of the produce in return 
lor the labor of cultivation, while hound 
hand and foot, hi« helpless slave. 

In dealing with IIiIh diflleult uuestion, 
Home have hoped to find a remedy in the 
denunciation of the evil of debl. and in 
the endeavor to change the deeiily-roote.l 
habits of the people in tiiis direction. 
This attempt, we hardly need say, has 
met with signrl failure. 

Salvation Army Methods. 

It wax i» try to mitigate and remedy 
this distressing state of affairs that Ihe 
Salvation Army instituted ils Iiuiinn 
Village Brotherhood Hunks. Tile first 
bank was •opened at Snmarkl.a, Central 
India, about two and n-half yenrs 'ago, 
as an experiment. It proved" su satis- 
factory thai the General ih-ciiled to e.\- 
i'.'!!<l Hie Banks, nnd two more were 
opened in the Telogn country mid one in 
Ceylon. As soon ns these were estab- 
lished six others were opened among 
the Oujerntis and Bhecls. The Army 
has now decided to open three more in 
-Madras and Telegu, nnd another in 
Ceylon. The Army's Brotherhood Bnnks 
are worked on the following principles:, 
which wc hnvc Kiinininrizod : 

"1. Not only shall the pennant borrow, 
hut to a greater extent than he liiic ever 
dreamed of, nml nt n rate of interest 
below his most sanguine expect tili.ms. 
provided always that il shali be for wise 
and reproductive purposes. 

"2. The object for which Ihe Bank ex- 
ists will be lo borrow and lend moiiev to 
poor pmi]hV nt as low ii rate of inte'-??t 
as ia consistent with the instinitiou. 

"3. The Village Bunk will be known 
ns u Brotherhood. 

"4. The Brotherhood will consist of a 
number of individuals, from Iwenty up- 
wards, resident in n village, or a group 
of villages near enough together for the 
Brothers to Jie known to each other. 

"">. For everp rupee deposited by the 
Brotherhood, nine other rupees will be 
eoiilribinod ns a loan by the parent in- 
stitution, so liml a society of, say. liftv 
BrotlierH. contributing one hunilie.l ro- 
pei'H riinongst Ihem, with nine hundred 
more rupees ntldort, would have n work- 
ing eapilal to begin with uf one thouH.iiu! 
rupees. 

"(',. The Brotherhood having been 
formed, and possessing n capital i,f on,- 
ihnusnnd ..ipces, will then proceed .with 
the ivnrli of lending In eneh other. They 
will nol lend it nutside their own com- 
munity, and. bcinp responsible fin- its 
re-paynent. will only lend it to eneh 



other when, from the 



> for which it is 



required, they can see a reasonable prob- 
ability o£ its rc-payinent. 

"7. The ordinary sccm-iticfi will he 
taken, such ns deeds, bondsmen, or the 
like, but tho security on which the chief 
relinnce will he placed will he the

iiouesiy, and iuiluutry of the borrower. 

"8. Every help that this scheme offers 
enn he atttiined in linrmony with the tru- 
est independence of the individual. There 
is none of the demoralization of more 
charity." 

From some Village Brotherhood Bunk 
Itetiu'iis thnt we linve cxnmincd, we find 
that the business is done entirely with 
natives, which is in accordance with the 
aims and principles of the Bnnks. The 
principle reasons given tor borrowing nre 
"I railing purposes," Hie name of the 
article in which the borrowing farmer 
intends to trnde in being speeilicd. Willi 
the exception of the sniiill amounts rais- 
ed locally, the Army provides the capital 
to eslablisli the Bnnk. These Banks are 
a great blessing fo the poor natives, es- 
pecially to those who nre prnetically re- 
duced to .serfdom by the ruinous rate of 
interest charged by usurers. Ami this in 
one practical way in which tiie Army is 
helping and blessing the unlives of India 
amongst whom we labor.

perfection now. I sought after it from 
that hour. 

In 1727 I read Mr. Law's "Chrlstinn 
Perfection" and "Serious Cnll," and more 
explicitly resolved to be all devoted to 
God in bod}', soul and spirit. In 1730 I 
began to he "boiuo unius libri"; to study 
(comparatively) no hook but the Bible. I 
then saw iu a stronger light than ever 
before thnt only oue thiug is ucedful, 
even faith that worketh by the love of 
God aud man, all inward and outward 
holiness, and I groaned to love God with 
all my heart and to Berve Him with all 
my streogth. 

In January, 1733, I preached the ser- 
mon of the circumcision of the heart. 
which contains all that I now teach 
concerning Bnlvatiou from nil sin, and 
loving God with an undivided honrt. In 
the same yenr I printed (the first time I 
ventured to print anything) for the use 
uf my pupils, n eullectiou of forms of 
prayer, nnd in this I spoke explicitly of 
giving "the whole heart and the whole 
life to God." This was then, as it is 
now, my idea of perfection, though I 
should have started at the word. 

In 1735 I preached my farewell sermon 
nt Epworth, in Lincolnshire. In (his.
